Witnesses at Naval inquiry Say 
Commander Lansdowne Did Not 
Protest Making Flight.

LAKEHURST, N. J., Sept. 24.—The 
theory of most experts that the destruc- 
tion of the airship Shenandoah was 
caused by the failure of the control car 
struts’ was practically dissipated this 
afternoon by Colonel Charles G. Hall, 
army liaison officer, and one of the 
twenty-nine survivors. 

Recalled to the witness stand at the 
naval inquiry here, Colonel Hall gave a 
vivid recital of the events leading up to 
the wreck, and declared that if engine 
trouble had not developed, it was possi- 
ble that the disaster might have been 
averted, 

Colonel Hall told * he had stood at 
@ rear window of the control car short- 
ly before it broke loose, how he escaped 
while girders were breaking, and of the 
parting amidships of the giant dirigible. 
He ascribed the, break to a torsional 
movement of the wind which, he said, 
turned and twisted the huge ship. 
-Colonel Hall's testimony definitely es- 
teblished the fact that the airsh®p, no- 

fovsly slow, had tried to escape the 

ing storm, but, unabie-to make | 

ey egainat the terrific wind, was 

sucked slowly into the vortex of a line 
squall to certain destruction. 

; Two of the Engines Failed. 

“Officers at the air station are of the 
opinion that the Shenafidoah, had she 
béen capable. of making -an. additional 
fifteen knots. per hour, might have 
estaped unscathed. They said, that the 
removal of one of her engines from the 
control car soon after she was built, the 
subsequent addition “of water recovery 
apparatus, which greatly diminished her 
speed, and the untimely failure of two of 
hér engines made the big ship almost 
Powerless to fight against the strong 
winds encountered in the Ohio valley. 

It Was learned this morning that plans 
had been approved by the Navy Depart- 
ment for increasing the Shenandoah’s 
_engine power several months before she 
“left on her ill-fated voyage to the Middle 
West. These plans called for the sub- 
stitution of three 800 horsepower engines 
for the five 300 horsepower engines with 
which the ship was equipped. Besides 
an increase in horsepower, the removal 
of the two engine gondolas, naval offi- 
cers said, would have served to reduce 
air resistance and increase speed. 

The contro] car, in which nine men 
get death, also was to have been 
changed. While no misgivings had been 
felt hitherto as ‘to the ability of the 
control car to withstand any strain that 
niight be put upon it, naval engineers 
here pointed out that by building it into 


" the keel of the ship air resistance would 


be further reduced. They said that 
plans for the necessary structural 
changes were drawn up, forwarded to 
Washington, and ‘there approved. 
Might Have Escaped, He Says. 

Colonel Hall, when asked whether in 

his» opinion the failure of two of the 
Shenandoah’s five engines had any ma- 
terial effect in her faflure to escape 
the storm, replied: 
' “T believe that had it been possible 
to have had the full speed. of power 
of all five engines continuously, it would 
have been more probable that we would 
have been successful in not being drawn 
into the vortex of the storm which ulti- 
mately wrecked the sh'p."’ 

Officers of the Los Angeles had re- 
ported that their ship encountered a 
similar storm while returning ffom Porto 
Rico and began falling at the rate of 
two meters per second. The Los An- 
geles, they said, was running on three 
engines at the time, but that when all

Miss Bayes is appearing this. week at 
the Riverside Theatre at Broadway. and 
Ninety-sixth Street. As: has been her 
custom throughout the week, she left 
the theatre in her autgmobile, accompa- 
nied by her woman secretary, a’ few 
minutes before 11. o'clock. 

Miss Bayes's home, a four-story pri- 
vate dwelling, is on West End Avenue, 
three doors north of Ninetieth Street.

The chief event yesterday waa the 
proposal made by the French delega~ 
tion for the settlement of the French 
debt, ‘The figures, if I am not mistaken, 
run along the following lines: 

France acknowledges her financial ob- 
ligations to the United States, amount- 
ing to $3,840,000,000 ; that is, $2,983,000, - 
000 representing the war debt and $407,- 
000,000 representing surplus war ma- 
terials sold to France in 1919, France 
is willing to pay back that gum in sixty- 
two years. She does not ask for a mora- 
terlum, for she is not vanquished like 
Germany nor bankrupt like Russia. But 
she is poor and,. for the moment, can 
™maeke only reduced payments. - These 
payments eould not exceed $25,000,000 
for. the next five years and $80,000,000 
the following five years. They could 
thereafter be raised to, say, $45,000,000 
or $50,000,000 during ten years and from 
1046 they could be ateadily increased to 
about $80,000,000 yearly. : 

But today’s possibilities are not te- 
morrow’s possibilities and France's ca- 
pacity of payment may be altered. 
France is, therefore, obliged to ask that 
her capacity of payment may oceasion- 
ally be the subyect of reconsideration. 

Let us now leavé aside the figures and 
see what is the spirit of the French 
proposal, The spirit of the French pro- 


posal is undoubtedly based on the fol- 
lowing consideration : 

During the next twenty years France 
will have a hard, a terrible task before 
her. She will have to meet her external 
financial obligations, which actually 
amount to §$1530,000,000 yearly, She 
will have to finish restoring her 
devasted regions, for which at least 
1,000,000,000 must be spent. She will 
have to pay—and this is a, most sacred 
debt—the pensions for her mutilated and 
‘wounded soldiers. Although these pen- 
sions are much lower than, similar 
American pensions, they necegsitate a 
huge sum of money, But in ten years, 
and especially in twenty years, many 
of these obligations will have disap- 
peared and the situation, having cleared 
ewer: will allow steadily increasing pay- 
ments. 

‘ All of M. Caillaux’s efforts will, there-, 
fore, ‘be concentrated on ‘two things: 
First, not to put’ too heavy a ‘burden 
on his country’s shoulders during the 
next.twenty years, and then not to make 
on behalf of his country an en ement 
which circumstances might render it im- 
possible to keep -up. his fs not oruy 
logic but justice. 2 Be E 

The American Commission listened 
silently to the reading of the French 
proposal, and for the most acute ob- 
server it was impossible to detect on 
the faces of the American delegates their 
impression.

GRADE CROSSING GAIN SLOW 


He Urges Also: the. Amendment to 
Consolidate. State 
Departments. 


Special to. The New York Times. 

GLENS FALLS, N. Y., Sept. 24.—Gov- 
ernor Smith began here tonight his State 
campaign in behalf of three Constitu- 
tional amendments, including the two 
authorizing bond issues for public im- 
provements and elimination of grade 
crossings, which is to be voted upon in 
November. A large crowd heard his ad- 
dress in the Empire Theatre. In _ part 
the Governor said: 


“Dangerous railroad crossings are not 
a new problem, but the enormous growth 
of the State and almost universal use 
of the automobile have iritensified it. \It 
is a problem pressing the State for solu- 
tion, Scarcely a day passes that you 
cannot pick up a newspaper and read 
the gruesome details of an accident at 


grade crossing. 

“Under the present system the State 
pays 25 per cent. for elimination and the 
locality pays 25 per cent. and the rail- 
road pays 50 per cent. The State makes 
its appropriation of 25 per cent. and 
then waits for a locality and a railroad 
company to. pay their share. In twenty- 
seven years the State of New York has 
appropriated $4,066,661, and with that 
money we have eliminated 400 grade 
crossings. At the rate we have been 
proceeding ‘we will eliminate the remain- 
ing 4,000 crossings in 270 years. 

“The way to cure that proposition is 
to have the State demand the elimina- 
tion of dangerous crossings and if the 
railroad company is unable to meet the 
expénse, let the State loan the money 
to the railroad. The amendment a 
simple one, is self operative. It simply 
gives to the Legislature the power if 
they choose to use it, to bind the State

PRINCE HENRY A ‘CASUALTY’ 


Third Son of the King Is Reported 
“Killed” by a Tank Traveling 
Fifteen Miles an Hour.

LONDON, Sept; 24.—Prince Henry, 
third son of King George, was techni- 
cally killed in battle today when the 
great mimic war in the South of Eng- 
land came to a sudden end. It did not 
end according to the military plan, con- 
flicting bugle calls at a critical point of 
the battle leading some units to’ con- 
tinue fighting, while others had ceased 
to fire. - 

Prince Henry, who is a leutenant in 
the Tenth Hussars, was ‘‘killed’’ hy a 
tank which came along the road at a 
speed of fifteen miles an hour and shot 
down everything in sight. . 

In four days the army manoeuvres 
have’ demonstrated the great strides 
taken, even since the war, in mechan- 
icalizing armies. In a haze of chemical 
smoke which spread for miles, today’s 
battle was fought under methods which 
made.those of the great war seem hope- 
lessly out of date. Tanks moving as 
fast as motor cars fought bitter duels, 
aerial forces manoeuvred low enough to 
participate at actual close quarters with 
infantry. engagements in unmasked po- 
sitions and defeated a hundred ruses of 
war practiced in “actual fighting. 


LONDON, Sept. 24 (#).—The battle be- 
een the “‘Blue’’ and ‘“‘Red’’ armies, 
swith London as the objective, ended ab- 
Tuptly ‘this evening, to the surprise of 
those who have been endeavoring to fol- 
low the manoeuvres and to the delight 
of the bedraggled Tommies.

Many persons have heard of Bim and 
Bom, famous Russian clowns, who used 
to mock at the new-born Soviet revolu- 
tion for the amusement of its master, the 
mob. As the years passed Lenin and 
his Communists clipped the mob’s claws 
and disciplined it and tamed it to obey 
when ordered. But Bim and Bom conr 
tinued to make it laugh in the circus 
during the period when bread was 
scarce, and always it laughed the loudest 
when Bim and Bom mocked the Com- 
munists, now the mob’s masters, ° 

Once or twice Bim and Bom went too 
far and were sent to prison, but they 


mirth for the mob, 

Then peace came to Russia, and recon- 
struction and work and food for all, 
Bim and Bom still gabble and scuffle in 
“the People’s State Circus,’’ but their 
audience is children, who like 
performing dogs better, who yawn over 
political satire and only laugh when 
Bim hits Bom with an empty lard blad- 
der or Bom trips over’ his own feet. The 
well-tamed mob goes to the movies now, 
as do mobs elsewhere, and humbly pays 
its pennies to see Fairbanks or Chaplin 
or a little darky boy from German East 
Africa who somehow or other reached 
Tiflis and became a star in the Russian 
film world. 

But the spirit of mockery persists, 
nevertheless, though subtler and more 
refined to meet the changed. conditions. 
Ita chief exponent today is. a young 
writer named Bulganof, whose cynical 
little stories sell better than those of 
any other Russian writer. 

The chief Soviet Government organ, 
Isvestia, attacked Bulganof recently in 
a ponderotis editorial. The paper as- 
sailed his ‘‘deplorable levity, ‘‘malicious 
lack of understanding,”’ ‘‘fantastic astig- 
matism,”’ and, finally, “unfriendly bour- 
geois criticism, naked and ‘unashamed,”’ 
which simply Increased Bulganof's sales. 

It is whispered that Trotsky himself— 
who has had his own troubles with an 
uncompromising party machine—finds no 
little entertainment in Bulganof’s pun- 
gent, pages. 

In a typical story, called ‘The Fatal 
Hgegs,’’ Bulganof says that in the year 
1985 a certain professor in Moscow,

RULES ON LIQUOR CARRIER. 


Philadelphia Court Holds Auto Must 
Have More Than Half Pint. 


PHILADELPHIA, ,Sept. 24 (#).—It 
should require more than a half pint of 
whiskey to make*an illegal liquor car- 
rier of a private automobile, Judge C. E. 
Bartlett declared-in Quarter Sessions 
Court here ‘today. 

In_ expounding this decision Tudge 
Bartlett denied a petition of the Com- 


monwealth, asking that the motor car 
of Harr? Bratcher, in which a half pint 
of liquor was found recently by the po- 

lice,; be condemned as a corte of il- 
licit intoxicants and sold. 

Judge Bartlett held that to eéeugnine 
the Commonwealth’s petition the auto- 
mobile\ must be proved to be employed 
primarily in such intercourse. 

The Court dismissed the. proceedings 
over the protest and argument of two 
Assistant District Attorneys, who con- 
tended such a decision left a loop-hole 
for illegal traffic in liquor; The law, 
they protested, made no distinction be- 
tween great and small quantities of in- 
toxicants.

of Dr. Josef J. Wirth, ex-Chancellor of 
‘the German Repyblic, who spoke last 
"night before the Conference of Foreign 
“Investors held by’ New York University 
‘in the Governor’s Room of the New York 


Stocx Exchange. Dr. Wirth called upon

“the bankers of the world to adopt a true 
world ‘economy and remove the tariff 
barrier which prevents Germany from. 
selling in foreign markets the goods she 
can produce most efficiently. Dr. George 
W. Edward, Professor of Banking and 
Finance, presided. 

Dr. Wirth sald: 

“In the field of world economy nations 
are either debtors or creditors. In dis- 
cussing the bility of the debtor 
States to meet their obligations, too 


_* much emphasis is often placed upon the 


vA 


—* 


matter of their willingness or unwilling- 
mess. However, ‘history shows that very 
few nations have délikerately refused to 
nreet their obligations and financial_un- 
d . The ability of a State to 
meet its obligations is.very similar to 
that of an individual person, for in both 
cases there must be an excess of income 
over expenditure. In the case of a na- 
tion in its domestic affairs production 
must be greater than consumption. In 
its foreign economic relations its export 
of goods ‘and services rendered to for-. 
elgners must be greater than the imports 
of goods and services received from for- 
eigners, or, =| other words, the debtor 
State must develop a favorable balance, 
or as we say in Germany an active bal-. 
ance of payments. 

“T wish now ‘to apply these general 
principles of finance to the particular 
problems of Germany. Before. 1914 
Germany's imports .exceeded her ex- 
ports. In order to meet her foreign 
obligations this situation must be re- 
versed and exports must be made 
greater than imports. The task is in- 
deed difficult, due particularly to her 
losses in foreign investments, in over- 
seas colonies and‘in her home area and 
population. Nevertheless during ypecent 
months @ small degree of progress has 
been’ made. Production has been in- 
creased in certain lines,-..such as goal, 
which since. stabiljzation ‘has once more 
attained the pre-war volume, and in the 
iron industry, which is approaching 
normal. One must keep in mind that 
agriculture is also an important indus- 
try, and there is every indication. that 
the 1925 crop will be larger than that of 
last year. 


Living Standard Is Low. 


“On the other hand consumption of 
goods within Germany is far below that 
of the pre-war. périod. The standard of 
living of the German people is still very 
low, as evidenced by the greatly re- 
stricted sales of meat and the smaller 
‘purchase of clothing. This is due. to 
the fact that, while the average of the 
German people is much smaller ‘than 
before the war, the cost of living has 
increased about 70 per cent. 

“Turning our attention next to foreign 
trade, we note that the balance of trade 
is very unfavorable, and as a matter of 
fact imports are larger and exports are 
smaller than that in 1913. Hence, it 
would therefore seem that in the fu- 
ture Germany as a credit nation must 
be able to increase her exports of goods 
and ‘services, In order to attain this 
end, the task: for Germany is to reduce 
the various elements in the cost of pro- 
duction in order to increase her exports. 

“T realize that this German necessity 
does not always’ conform with the in- 
terests of foreign nations, at least in the 
opinion of those who still hold to the 
old mercantile philosophy that an excess 
of import from abroad is bad for a na- 
tion. This problem must, of course, be 
solved by every nation for itself ac- 
cording to its own interests. I may, 
—— express the hope that in time 


3 there will be greater acceptances of the 


principles established by Adam Smith, 
who clearly demonstrates that society’ 
gains by an increase'in the supply of 
goods, that international] commerce can 
be made beneficial to all parties to the 
transactions and that the economic in- 
terests of peoples are not n

A “I was drunk, and didn’t know what 
happened,’’ Mr. Pascocello quoted the 
accused policeman as saying. ‘‘I don’t 
remember, shooting Stell or even firing 
the revolver. os ‘ 

The prosecutor’ s investigation prought 
about a slight change in the story of 
events which led up to the shooting 
shortly after 3 o'clock Wednesday efter- 
noon. Several policemen who were 
present confirmed the original story 
that the shootin? was thé culmination of 
the joking accusation of Patrolman‘John 
f | Ryan that Stell, whose home is in Staten 
Island, had voted for Mayor Hylan in 
the last Democratic primary election. 
Stell was reported to have denied this,

Union, ‘like most other colleges, has lost 
its share of good men, but there are a 
sufficient number On hand to lend « 


roseate color to the situation, and it 
may be said that in Union there is 
strength. 

Leary learned his football at Colgate 
in the good old days when Larry Bank- 
hart was at the helm and was one of 
the first of that galaxy of stars that in- 
cluded West, Gilo, Hudbell and Ander- 
bon. He is using Bankhart’s methods, 
and the influence is to be traced in the 
snap and dash with which his men go 
about their work, as well as in the lean- 
ing toward: the open game and the use, 
though not entirely, of the indirect pass 
from centre, 

The indications are that Union will 
place its greatest reliance in the over- 
head attack and in kicking. In both 
departments the team is well fortified. 
There are a half a dozen men who are 

able to get off high, twisting spirals of 
from thirty-five to fifty yards, while 
Hoehn, a product of Barnard School of 
New York, shows the ability in practice 
to drop the ball over the bar consist- 
ently from thirty or thirty-five yards. 
Many a game has been won by a clever 
toe and it is always a source of confi- 
dence to a team to know that it can 
score overhead when its progress is 
stopped through the line. 


Team Is Lighter This Year. 


The practice today was devoted almost 
entirely to kicking and passing. . Most 
of the backfield men are capable * 


throwing the ball with snap and* on 
low line, and the tecefving in general 
is clean. Union will not be as heavy,

To those who are alive.to the difficul- 
ties of solving the problems of. popular 
government in such a complex commu- 
nity as ours the loss of a man like 
Herbert Parsons seems well-nigh irrep- 
‘arable. For over thirty: years his life 
had been an example of conscientious 
Preparation and service to the public, 
and for more than half of that time he 
was the party leader among the’ Repub- 
leans of this city, who more effectively 
than any other labored to make that 
party an instrument for better govern- 
ment_in the city and State. He left 
nothing to chante in the preparation of 
either himself or his organization for 
service. He believed that organized ef- 
fort was essential. for permanent prog- 
ress, and that unless a public man could 
carry. forward his party and hold and 
organize the ground once won, even high 
Purpose and endeavor produced only 
transitory results. 

But though he was thus an organize- 
tion man, he! was the very antithesis of 
the mere machine politician, whose ear 
is constantly to the ground and whose 
effort is to conform to the desires of 
the majority of his voters.

IN FRANCE’S OWN INTEREST. 


Debt Needs to Be Settled to Assure 
Future Credit. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Aside the question of national honor 
and respect in meeting contracted obli- 
gation, there is a reason why France 
should pay her debt to the United 
States’ which, in all the discussion of 
the subject, has been strangely over- 
looked, Its passing by without notiee 
jis the more strange since in one im- 
portant respect it transcends all others. 
It is so important as to involve the seé- 
curity of the national existence. of our 
sister republic and indeed of the free 
institutions of which France and the 
United States alike are not only repre- 
sentative but are necessary bulwarks. 

This alarming introduction will be jus- 
tified and shown not to be overdrawn by 
the simple statement of what must be 
admitted to be an extreme -probability 
if the future of history is to be con- 
sistent with all its past and not to be 
reversed by the actual outlawing and 
prevention of wars of aggression. , 

The simple staterfent is this: Some 
time in the future there may be another 
world war equal to or of greater mag- 
nitude than the one from which a sorely 
afflicted world has barely emerged; a 
war in which civilization will again be 
put in peril and France and England 
again stand in the breach. Some time 
in the progress of their defense there 
would be need to borrow from the United 
States twenty, perhaps forty, billions, 
and upon the success of that borrowing 
the world’s future may easily hang. 

In that situation, no matter how grave 
the peril to ourselves enlightened and 
farseeing statesmen would see in that 
war, no American Administration and 
no American Congress. would, with the 
experience of the former canceled loans 
in memory, dare authorize the new one 
without_first appealing to the opinion of 
the country for sanction. 

With human nature what it is, and hu- 
man foresight apt to be obscured by im- 
mediate and other interests, is there 
any good reason to believe that the 
sanction would be given without debate 
and loss of time that in all probability 
would hold it back until it would be. tod 
late and France and England and civi- 
lization fall while waiting for reply? 

As a friend and ‘admirer of. France, 
with a keen appreciation of her great 
contribution to American independence 
and her sacrifices in the late world war, 
I was disposed to favor an idealistic 
treatment, {f not a full forgiveness of 
her debt, though it would leave a heavy 
burden on our people. But when I un- 


dertook to think the question. ‘out in all 
its important parts the consideration 
above expresséd was compelling to my 
mind. I would give her the most gen- 
erous terms possible as to the. interest 
on the loan and the period of time with- 
in which it may be paid.. But in her 
interests and in the interests.of all the 
world the debt should be paid.

LABOR AND THE TARIFF. 


Signs That Organized Labor is In- 
terested in Protective System. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The recent communication of William 
Green, President of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, to Mr. M. G. Pierce, 
President of the American Woolen Com- 
pany, in which: he protested against re- 
ductions of wages as being forced upon 
the workers employed in the textile 
manufacturing industry, gives promise 
of far-reaching results in our industrial 
life. —- 

This action of the President of the 
American Federation of Labor has pos- 
sibilities far beyond those indicated by 
the mere writing of a letter. The sur- 
prising thing is that Mr. Green's letter 
attracted so little attention, especially 
from editorial writers. The significance 
lies in the possibility that this'is the 
unrecognized beginning of a — in 
our industrial system. 

Beginning with a tariff designed to 
protect our industries from foreign com- 
petition, we have, generally speaking, 
gone to an extremely high tariff and to 
over-protection. This was the sure re- 





sult, because those who were able to 


secure a protective tariff saw the op- 
portunity to make it ultra-protectivée.qnd 
thus obtain larger profits for them- 
selyes. This over-protection has wun- 
questionably been beneficial to the man- 
ufacturing interests, but not to the con- 
suming public. , 

OQver-protection could never hawk heen 
accomplished or maintained except for 


two things. One was the application of

Two burglar suspects. were captured

Robinson in Paris. _ 

The case became one of absorbing in- 
terest when the Judge, at the outset of 
the proceedings, ‘‘for reasons of state’’ 
on to divulge the real name of 
Mr — 

“It is very important that a ecandal 
should not pe caused where this poten- 
tate lives, anc it is only for that reason 
that I am allowing his mame to. be 
omitted,’’ said the Judge. 

No sooner had he spoken than ‘the 
whole British Empire buzzed with ex- 
citement. ‘Who is ‘Mr. A’? asked 
everybody. Scarcely one rajah in India 
escaped being coupled with the case as 
the possible ‘‘Mr. A.’ 

This. curiosity, however, was short- 
lived. The names: of Oriental poten- 
tates who get mixed up in Occidental 
scandals will out. America was the 
first to. disclose that the man in the 
case was Sir Hari Singh. The news [ 
was promptly cabled to England, thence 
to British India and thence to ed 
poetic vale of Kashmir where, amid his 
roses and his nightingales, ‘the venerable 
uncle of Sir Hari.was nearing the end 
of his long life and ‘reign. 


Scandal Angered the Maharajah. 


Great was the wrath.of the old poten:, 
tate upon learning of his hephéw's sud- 
iden notoriety and there was talk of 
keeping him from’ suctession’ to the 
throne. But afterward this talk died 
down, and it will cause much surprise 
hereabout if Sir Hari fails to become 
the Maharajah of Jammu and ‘Kashmir. 
The notoriety ‘which suddenly came to 
Sir Hari Singh has served to dim. some- 
what the fame of his.uncle. The latter 
was a stanch friend of the British and 
in the dark days of the World War not 
only sent his army. of 10,000 to-help. out 
at the front, but also journeyed to Bu- 
rope himself, despite his: age; and was 
present at several battles, including that 
of Cambrai. 

When the question of payment for the 
services: of his warriors came up, the 
Maharajah proudly. passed up all his 
claims against Britain, which: amounted 
to more than $500,000. The grateful Brit- 
ish Government lavished decorations up- 
on the old man, but the one he liked 
best was the medal granted him by the 
Royal Humane Society for saving the 
life of an English woman when he was 
already old and supposedly infirm. 

The Maharajah was an ardent devotee 
of cricket, which he played till over sixty. 
years old. When he was not able any 
longer to bowl, field or run, he used’ to 
bat, having. somebody else run for him. 
In earlier years, the Maharajah was-a 
close friend of the famous Earl Roberts, 
the British Commander in India. When 
Queen Victoria celebrated her jubilee, he 
gave $500,000 toward the Indian memor- 
ial to her. 

In 1904 a son and heir to the Mahara- 
jah was born; but the child died after an 
accident early in the following year. 
Thus Sir Amir Singh, father of Sir Hari, 
again became the heir apparent. 

When Sir Amir died, Sir Hari—“‘Mr 
A- became next in the line of succes- 
sion. Two years ago he married the 
daughter of the Maharajah -of Dharam- 
pore who thus will be the new Mahara- 
née of Jammu and Kashmir unless the 
British Overlords of India decide that 
—— husband cannot succeed his — 
uncle.

But British wilt Decide. ‘On ‘sir! 
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intense was the bitterness of the 
campaign of 1908, and so sure was 
my predecessor in office, Governdr 
Hanley, that my election would 
blight "the crops, blot out the 
churches and destroy. the civic sense of 
justice in the State, that he tendered me 
no courtesy whatever with reference to 
my inauguration. Fortunately for me 
the Hon. Fred. A. Sims, who: after- 
ward became and who now ig, I. think, | 
regardless of politics, one of my very 
best. fiends,“ came to the rescue and 
succeeded in: inducing Governor Hanley 
to call up my house, ride with me to the 
Capitol and preside over the ceremonies. 

On. every public occasion, whether it 
be. an: inauguration or a funeral, you 
can safely rely upon it’ that something 
will be. said or done that is amusing. 
After the oath of office had ‘been ad- 
ministeréd to me, and Governor Hanley 
had presented me as the next Governor, 
some big Irishman in the- gallery inter- 
rupted -the proceedings: by yelling in a 
stentorian voice, “Thank God!"’ It re- 
Ueved the tension, and from that time 
forward things were smcother for me 
than they had been before. 

It will be remembered ‘that President 
Taft carried, the State at this election, 
and that only. the Lieutenant Governor, 
the Superintendent of ‘Public Instruction, 
Dr. Robert Aley, now President of But- 
ler Untveraity, | afd myself were, upon 
the -face of the returns,) elected. The 
balance of the State Democratic ticket, 
as shown by the returns, was defeated 
by majorities ranging from.sixty-nine to 
eleven hundred: This was so close a 
margin in a vote of 700,000 that these 
defeated candidates began proceedings 
to contest the election. After my in- 
auguration it. was ascertained .that this 
contest would be tried by an equal num- 
ber of Representatives and Senators 
from the General Assembly, and as the 
House was Democratic and the Senate 
was Republican it was quite apparent 
that ina political contest of this kind 
no result would ever be obtained prior 
tothe next general election. The con- 
test proceedings were, therefore, dis- 
missed. 


— 


The Fat and the Lean. 


But before dismissal, evidence was 
taken by the contestants in Lake Coun- 
ty, Indiana, It appeared to be quite 
conclusively established that more than 
2,700 foreigners, who had landed at 
-Ellis Island in March and April of 1908, 
voted in the general election in Novem- 
ber of that year. But proof of this fact 
was not sufficient to disclose that the 
Democrats had been elected. \It was 
necessary to show not. dhly that these 
votes were illegally cast, but that they 
were cast for the blican candidates, 
There was ho way Ove this. fact by 
direct testimony, amd so.an effort was 
made to show it circumstantially. Tt ap- 
peared that after they had “voted in 
blocks they were taken into the restau- 
rants of Gary to be: refreshed from the 
arduous work they had performed in 
the interests of good ‘government. The 
waitresses testified that they passed 
from man to man and asked them what 
they would have to eat. Théy ‘testified 
that the sole answer they received was 
“‘Taft,”” except one little skinny fellow 
said ‘‘Marshall.”’ : 
In the campaign two years afterward 
in an endeavor to make Indiana com- 
pletely Democratic, and which effort was 
successful, I told this story, pointing out 
thé fact that in all that ignorant, hungry 
horde there was only one man who pre- 
ferred lean meat to fat. I explained 
what I believed to be the reasons for 
the answer, 
A Gary Election. 
The night I spoke in Gary the mills 
vered that they had to work a night 

shift in order to fill their orders; but 
the Saturday night before the election 
the workmen, by platoons, brigades and 
divisions, were marched, by their fore- 
men, out on to the highways stretching 
between Hammond and-Gary, and Mr. 
Taft, in an open car, passed .through 
the lines, with that ineffable and wholly 
charming smile which always wreathes. 
his face. I said the bosses: pointed. him 
out as: “Taft, Big Chief. Elected Tues- 
day,, plenty of work; ‘not elected, no 
work.”’ 

I told this story, relying upon its un- 
qualified authenticity, until in 1920 I 
found myself again addressing a few 
people in the City of Gary. At the con- 
clusion of my: talk a clean faced, clear 
eyed, well dressed, courteous gentleman 

approached’ me and said to.me: ‘‘Gov- 
ernor, you have | been telling a story 
about Gary that is not true.’ ) 

I replied that’ if that were so I was 
sorry—would. never tell it again, and 
would endeavor to correct any false. im- 
pressions that had arisen from the tell- 
ing of it, and acked him what it was, 
He said it was the story of the twenty- 
seven hundred who had: landed at Ellis 
Island in ‘March and April, 1908, and 
voted in the November election, at Gary. 
I asked him what was wrong about the 
story I told. ‘*‘Well,” he said, ‘“‘you 
Were wrong about the conclusion of it. 
I'am now a fully naturalized. citizen of 
America, and hope I am a. good Amer- 
ican. I was one-of that twenty-seven 
hundred to whom you'referred, But you 
are mistaken in assuming that when we 
voted we knew that we were voting for 
the President of the United ‘States.

Now, I happened to *8 some little 
genéral knowledge, and I knew that 
quarrymen > were skilled‘ laborers; that 
they. had to pass through an. appren- 
ticeship, and that in. this part of In- 
diana. the profession—for 1. dignify it 
with that title~had passed down from 
father to son. I believed there were no 
quarrymen west of the’ New England | and 
States who could take the place of these 
striking ‘men. So I asked the operators 
where ‘they got their new’ workmen. 
They told me in Chicago. From the 
look on their faces I was quite satis- 
fied there was-something wrong, and I 
said: “Now ‘be frank witn me! You 
might as well be, for I will get the 
truth.- Aren't these men you ‘have-taken 
down to the quarries strikebreakers 
whom you have: hired from a detective 
agency in Chicago, not one of ahom 
was ever in a stone quarry before, and 
not one of whom can. do the least bit 
of work in those quarries?" 

Reluctantly they admitted this to be 
the truth, . Whereupon they received my 
ultimatum—that. I was sworn to defend 
the Constitution of the State of Indiana 
and enforce its laws. It was my duty to 
preserve the property and the life, if 
possible, of the citizens of the State from 
injury; that I never was sworn .in as 
Governor for the thugs of Chicago, and 
I would order no. militia: out to preserve 
the life of the thugs, and if they got 
killed in Indiana they were. paid for so 
far as J was concerned; that they were 
not dealing fairly withthe people of 
Indiana nor the law in unloading a train 
load of roughnecks into an otherwise 
peaceful community with the purpose of 
stirring up trouble, intimidating these 
workmen and, ‘imder —— driving 
them back to work . 

No Protection for Thugs, 


I said to these operators: “You load 
up your thugs on the first train and 
get them right back to Chicago before 
they get killed in Indiana, If you get 
real. quarrymen from some Place who 
know how to work I will. see that they 
go into the quarries, if it takes every 





they must’ be —— teem thugs and 
murderers.”’ I also said to them: ‘Let's 
find out what is wrong about this mat- 
ter when you have gotten these thugs 
out and see if it cannot be adjusted,” 

They had sense enough to take my ad- 
vice, sent their strikebreakers home, and 
an investigation disclosed that there was 
no trouble whatever about wages or 
working conditions ‘on either hand; 
everybody-was satisfied; but these men 
were new operators opposed to. union 
labor and so had ordered the men to 
withdraw from the Quarrymen’s Union 
and join a union which these operators 
had organized, and of which they’ were 
the officers.: It-did not take: more’ than 
twenty minutes to show them the utter 
folly of such a procedure—that they were 
following along the.lines of autocratic 
Russia and not “demoératic America. 
They gave up the ‘attempt to dissolve 
the union, the men went back, and so 
far as I know there has — fur- 
ther trouble. 


Troops. Against Gamblers, 


I did have the troops out upon one 
eccasion—this not arising over any con- 
troversy between labor and capital, how- 
ever. I assume that there is hardly a 
‘more crooked game on earth than is 
pursued by these small bookmakers in 
the large cities; taking bets on running 
races from bootblacks, elevator boys, 
clerks, stetiographers—anybody who has 
the gambling instinct’ and the hope of 
making money. The races are never 
run for sport, but always. to make 
money. Driven out of fMilinols, they 
started one, of these racetracks up ‘in 
Lake County, and the bookmakers of 
Chicago were reaping a rich harvest. 

The officials of Lake County were 
totally indifferent. It was in Octoter, 
1912, and I happened to“be Democratic 
candidate "for \'Vice President -of the 
United States. 1 Was starting upon my 
tour through the Pacific Slope. The 
gamblers assumed they could run these 
races, get away with them and the 
money, and that I would give as an ex- 
cube that I was absent from home. They 
also assumed;that as a candidate I 
would be afraid to antagonize the -sport- 
ing fraternity of the country. 

Therein they made a mistake, I or- 
dered the company of militia from Sbuth 
Bend to proceed to this racetrack, keep a 

platoon of soldiers: day and night, with 
fixed’ bayonets, across.the ‘track, and 
let them run into the bayonets if they 
wished. They liked’ money, but’ they 
did ‘not like cold steel, and the gambling 
ended for that time. :

The 
medicine for this ultra-modern ailment, 
which gives medical books a fresh gia- 
mour for the layman, came in the person 
of @ hobo, John Brown, whose body, far 
from mouldering in the ground, seemed 
no less active than his mind. He talked 
at length of Shaw, Marx and Nietzsche, 
whose name he rhymed in his hobo 
fashion with ‘“‘itchy.’’ — Ida pricked 
up her pretty ears when she heard him 
pronounce his philosophy of women. In 
matters of love, he said, the decision 
now rests with the man. Personally, 
he was. above life; he resisted women; 
he would not sacrifice freedom to so 
jejune a bargain as marriage: 

The rest of the comedy shows that his 
flesh, too, was weak, like Ida's. After 
his first rosebud plucking he became an 
ordinary man like all the rest, pogses- 
sive, ardent, and regarding his future 
and Ida’s in common. Bold words thus 
camé to banalities; defiance gave way to 
bathos; the status quo slowed rebulgent 
with glorious new ‘life. ‘‘The New Gal- 
lantry*’’ aspires to brilliance, in dialogue 
as wellas philosophy. Some of the lines 
are indeed well pointed and give their 
satiric import an amusing attire. Most 
of the bored apothegms come from the 
facile lips of Norman B. Giddings, an 
effeminate novelist who talks glibly, now 
and then shrewdly, whenever he can get 
on the stage. 

There are also amusing encounters be- 
tween Ida and Veronica Valiant, a sor- 
did newspaper writer with an ear sen- 
sitive to scandal—encounters when 
“dear” and ‘“‘darlirig’’ are sharper than 
But somehow this 
satiré on contemporary foibles ts lost 
in the confusion of story-telling and 
character delineation. Once Giddings 
professes blandly that “Shaw is like 
technique: to be learned and then for- 
gotten.” “The New.Gallantry’ has not 
learned him quite “thoroughly nough, 
nor has it entirely gorgotten him yet. 
No doubt part of the flatness of this 
comedy may be attributed to the per- 
formance. Max Montesole put some color 
into the part of the jaded novelist. The 
others seemed too wooden for an ambi- 
tious comedy of manners.

It is about time to “announce that 
Harlan Thompson and Harry Archer 
seem to have taken over the mantle 
left wntenanted by that trio of happy 
Princess days, the Messrs. Bolton and 
Wodehouse and Kern.

Plans for maintaining direct shipping 
trade service which might be abandoned 
when’ the Government withdraws from 
the shipping business’ were discussed 
yesterday afternoon at the Merchants’ 
Association by one of the four com- 
mittees of the Merchant Marine Confer- 
ence organized’ by the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the Uni States, A. J. Bros- 
seau, President of Mack Trucks, Inc., 
Chairman of the committee, submitted 
reports which had been received from a 
series of round table conferences on the 
merchant marine question recently in 
Pacific Coast and Rocky Mountain 
cities. A statement summarizing the 
reports follows in part: 

“The direct trade route services estab- 
lished since the war are regarded as of 
the greatest. importance to the expansion 
of foreign markets for America’s surplus 
agricultural and industrial production.

‘WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—Assurances 
were given to the American Automobile 
Association today by Representative 


James W. Collier of Mississippi, Demo- 
cratic members of the Ways and Means 
Committee, which is about to begin 
hearings on propotals for tax reduction, 
that. they ‘will support the’ association's 
drive for repeal of the war excise tax 
on automobiles. 

“The war excise tax on automobiles 
and parts must go,”’ said Representative 
Oldfield, whose statement was endorsed 
by Representative Collier. 

*‘Moreover, it should be the first tax 
item to-recelve the consideration: of the 
Ways and. Means Committee, because it 
affects more taxpayers than any other 
tax for which relief is demanded. It 
is a sale tax pure and simple and is 
passed on directly to the consumers. 
In other’ words, it is. paid by 17,000,000 
people, four times as many as pay in- 
come taxes. - 

“The tax on accessories and parts is 
a nuisance tax, and I am heartily in 
favor. of eliminating it and all other 
nuisance taxes as well. I favored aboli- 


ear, and I believe it would have been 
olished if it had received the con- 
sideration it deserved. 

‘Treasury officials tell us a surplus 
of $350,000,000 will be —58 for tax 
reduction. It is clear to me that Con- 
gress can repeal the motor vehicle excise 


needed adjustments as regards other 
taxes. All need for this Federal levy 
has disappeared. 

‘Repeal of the tax would mean relief 
to the extent of approximately $140,000,- 
000 to the automobile owners of the 
country. The n is urgent. How 
ent can be gauged from the fact 
th t during the calendar year 1924 mo- 
torists of the country paid close to 
$600,000,000 in Federal, State and local 
taxes on the purchase, the ownership 
and operation of their automobiles. As 
a class they are bearing the major part 
of the cost of read building in this 
country, today.

CONDEMNS PRICE CUTS 
AS UNSAFE BUSINESS 


Credit Men Officer Says Without 
Profit Margin There Is No 
‘Pleasure in Enterprise. 


Viéwing ‘‘an Indian Summer of price 
cutting,” .J..H. Tregoe, executive man- 
ager of the National Association of 
Credit Men, commented yesterday on 
business observations recently conducted 
by his association. 

“Price cutting,’’ Mr. Tregoe said, ‘‘is 
not a healthy stimulant for business. 
Qur chief problem these duye is High 
costs; and unless profits are sufficient 
to absorb the costs and leave a little for 
compensation to capital investment, 
there is neither safety nor pleasure in 
a business enterprise. 

“Unless an article is well sold, that 
is, hae been sold at a reasonable profit, 
it had better not be sold at all, accord- 
ing to my point of view, and yet this 
philosphy may be attacked by some who 
believe that volume distribution is the 
safeguard of a business. 

“Nothing appeals to me as more im- 
prudent, unsafe and unbusiness-like than 
the slashing of prices for the purpose of 
making Sales. 

. “Business. executives should be valiant 
and prudent enough to keep this unsafe 
feature of business constantly |in mind 
and to urge their debtors to abstain 
from it.\Not many business operators 
are foolish enough to skate On thin ice 
when they are told that the ice fs thin.’’
